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Minutes of Meeting of February 3, 1984 


The minutes were reviewed and approved. 


Old Business (From February 3, 1984) 


A - The Weekly Checklist of Canadian Government Publications 
will be promoted as a priced subscription through a new 
promotion catalogue entitled Selected Titles and also through 
a promotion flyer to be distributed at various bookfairs and 


trade shows, and also sent through general and specific 
mailing lists. 


B - The Catalogue Cumulation for 1978-79 is expected to be 
released before March 31, 1985 if everything goes well. 
Unfortunately, it will take longer to publish the Index; 
however, it is recommended that the Cumulation be released 
as soon as available, without waiting for the Index which 
would be coming at a later date. 


C - A preliminary draft of the Retention/Disposition Guidelines 
was distributed to the committee members and fully discussed. 
Minor amendments were suggested and accepted. The drafted 


guidelines will be sent to depositories for comments and 
feed back. 
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New Business 


Due to a new orientation in Statistics Canada organizational 
structure, all claims from selective depositories for Statistics 
Canada monographs and serials should be sent directly to 
Statistics Canada, Publications Division, Sales‘ and Service 
Section (613 993-5078, and no longer to the Publishing Centre. 
The number to call for having people placed on mailing lists 

is (613) 993-7276. 


A new Outline of Classification will be distributed to depository 
libraries shortly. The new edition contains additional instruction 
on how to construct numbers. 


The Depository Program will come under scruting by DSS's Program 
Evaluation Branch. The review, part of the government's move to 
examine the efficiency and cost-effectiveness of programs, will 
involve the survey of libraries on the use and availability of 
government publications. 


After a 4 year hiatus, the Selected Titles promotion catalogue 
will be revived by January 1985. Recent general interest titles 
as well as backlist titles will be arranged under subject areas 
with each title annotated. The catalogue will be sent to current 
subscribers of the Publishing News bulletin, and widely distri- 
buted through mailing lists, and also at bookfairs and trade 
shows. 


To conclude, representatives from CLA and ASTED urged the centre 

to ensure quicker delivery of major government reports. Currently, 
the media and bookstores receive copies of these reports before 
libraries do. Selective depository libraries are somewhat 
handicapped because they must first wait for the Weekly Checklist 
to arrive before making a selection, and sometimes wait up to 

six weeks for delivery. It was suggested that the Interdepart- 
mental Committee be informed of this request.
